During the 
discussion on this point, the DCI indicated that military personnel should 
not.be requested by name. The qualifications desired should be ,iven ant, 
individuals might be pointed to as exemplofying the caliber desired.

It was the consensus of the meeting that this 
matter should be looked into, but that it might well be more desirable to 
keep known agents under surveillance, rather than to pick them up and 
have to discover and become acquainted with their replacements.
